It 
never affected his performance, 
but | know it affected his 
psyche. He rarely called me, 
and if | called him, he only 
spoke to me for a few minutes. 

“My mom knew what was 
going on. She got us together

what he did to Larry Zbyszko. 
The young grappler was 
mauled by Stasiak and Patera.
